The paper was then referred to the representatives 
with instructions to make the text conform to the conclusions and 
agreements reached, final concurrence being subject to the 
circulation of an acceptable text before publication. 


b. Reservations to certain sections were noted by 
footnotes, However, it was agreed that the divergence of views 
on the matter of Bloc shipping and overland transportation would 
be reflected in the text proper.

Secretary's Note 
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"2. In order to fulfill requirements for NIS 13-1 
(East Germany), it is necessary to include certain sections 
which cover both East and West Germany under the comprehensive 
title NIS 13 (Germany), and to fulfill the requirement for NIS 19 
(Hungary) and 20 (Albania), it is necessary to include Chapter II 
(Military Geography) Sections on NIS 19-21 (Hungary, Albania 
and Yugoslavia).

5. The following members having objected, NIE 24-54 
"Probable Developments in Italy" has not been released to any 
foreign government: State, Army, Navy, and Joint Staff. 
(ONE Memorandum of 18 November 1954) 


6. Pursuant to the Minutes, para. 7a, above, the IAC 
representatives reconvened at 1500 January 11 and completed 
IAC action on NIE 100-55, subject to a final check by the members 
of the Advance edition to be distributed on 13 January. Concurrent 
distribution of the Advance edition was to be made to the Council 
on Foreign Economic Policy and to the Economic Defense 
Advisory Committee. 
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7. The Board of National Estimates has recommended 
that NIE 100-55 (para. 7, above) not be released to any foreign 
government. This matter will not be referred to the IAC for 
formal action except at the request of a member, (ONE 
Memorandum dated 7 January 1955) 


8. The Secretary proposes to release NIE 100-55 to 
USIA on 18 January unless objection is raised by a member 
before that date. (ONE Memorandum dated 7 January 1955) 
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
